|  get  this  little  quarterly  magazine  from  my 
insurance  agent.  Usually  it  hits  the  recycling  bag 
next  to  my  mailbox  in  the  garage.  But  this  last  cover 
article  caught  my  eye:  “Urban  Residents  Sparking 
Action  to  Create  Great  Neighborhoods.”  “Hmmm. 
Gotta  read  this,”  I  thought.  Very  interesting  article. 
(If  you’d  like  a  copy,  come  to  the  March  9th  meeting 
and  I’ll  have  copies  there.)  Primarily,  the  article  dis¬ 
cussed  a  common  sense  approach  to  reinventing 
stagnant  neighborhood  areas  into  what  are  called 
“community  places.”  It’s  a  method  that  involves  the 
people  living  in  an  area  to  redesign  public  places  to 
increase  the  sociability  of  that  area,  its  uses  and 
activities,  its  access  and  linkage  and  its  comfort  and 
image.  While  it  is  true  that  to  a  large  extent  that  St. 
Mary’s  Park  is  an  island,  it  is  bordered  by  two  signif¬ 
icant  public  areas  that  can  definitely  use  revitaliza¬ 
tion.  The  most  obvious  place  is  the  Park,  and  to  an 
extent,  we  are  working  on  that.  But  the  other  sig¬ 
nificant  public  area  that  touches  us  is  the  Mission 
Street  corridor  from  Turnbull  to  Richland.  This  is  an 
area  of  the  City  that  could  surely  benefit  from  imag¬ 
inative  revitalization.  So,  I’m  putting  it  out  there. 
Are  there  folks  here  in  the  neighborhood  interested 
in  working  with  other  neighbors,  merchants  and  city 
officials  to  turn  our  part  of  Mission  Street  into  a 
healthy  community  place  that  better  meets  our 
needs?  Think  about  it.  Drop  me  a  note,  give  me  a 
call  or  send  me  an  email.
